Parking meter firm’s take 
from renegotiated deal 
exceeds city’s projection

City Hall paid $6.5 million during the past year 
to the company that’s leasing Chicago’s park 
ing meters—about $500,000 more than Mayor 
Emanuel’s administration predicted when it re- 
negotiated the deal. 

Although there was a higher tab to reimburse 
Chicago Parking Meters for spaces taken out of 
service, there was some good news as well. The 
city could end up paying millions of dollars less 
each year for free parking provided to disabled 
people, thanks to a new state law that limits free 
parking to those who are physically unable to use 
pay boxes. 

That’s the upshot of a Tribune review of the 
most recent reports and data related to the un- 
popular lease of about 36,000 metered parking 
spots to the Chicago Parking Meters company. 
The original deal struck in late 2008 under 
then-Mayor Richard M. Daley saw the city get 
$1.1 billion upfront in return for a 75-year lease of 
Chicago’s paid street parking system. Nearly all 
of the one-time windfall was spent by the time 
Daley handed over the reins to Emanuel. Mean- 


while, the contract required the city to drasti- 
cally raise rates on behalf of the company. 

The documents, obtained through an open 
records request, and interviews of city officials 
also indicate that Emanuel’s swap of free Sunday 
neighborhood parking for longer payment hours 
at most meters could reduce overall costs to city 
parkers. And the Tribune review showed the city 
is recovering more of its costs for out-of-service 
meters from construction and utility companies 
whose work temporarily puts them off line. 

Chicago Corporation Counsel Stephen Pat- 
ton said the results show that Emanuel’s revised 
contract, which aimed to make a bad deal less 
onerous while also providing the perks of free 
Sundays and an option to pay by cellphone, looks 
like it will be a success over the long haul. 

The generous terms negotiated under Daley 
saw the city paying back the company for re- 
moval of meters, changes of hours or rates, and 
spaces temporarily taken offline for street re- 
pairs, utility work and festivals. 

Around the time Daley left office, the compa- 
ny started sending invoices to the city, with one 
year’s tab hitting $53 million. The Emanuel ad- 
ministration disputed the bill, the matter went 
to arbitration and eventually the contract was 
renegotiated. 

Patton, the city’s top lawyer, contends that

without the tweaks made to the contract, the 
city would have ended up paying tens of mil- 
lions of dollars more than the $6.5 million it 
shelled out during the past year for meter system 
changes. And those higher payments could have 
been due in each of the 70 remaining years of the 
lease—which Patton valued at more than $1 bil- 
lion to the city, using the current value of a dollar. 

“We got out of this huge liability, and we are 
reaping the benefits, and we will be every year,” 
said Patton, referring to the contract changes 
the City Council approved in June 2013. But Pat- 
ton also conceded that the best the city could do 
was soften the blow. 

“We couldn’t start from scratch,” Patton said. 
“We inherited a contract. We took the existing 
contract and turned it into something much bet- 
ter for the city and the taxpayers.” 

What’s still totally unknown under the new 
deal is how the parking meter company will 
fare with a pay-by-phone system that was fully 
in place for the first time last Saturday. The re- 
vised contract allows the company to profit by 
up to $2 million a year from transaction fees 
and interest on pay-by-phone accounts. The 
city would get any pay-by-cell profits above 
$2 million, a bit of a silver lining for taxpayers 
resentful that the money they pay to park no 
longer goes into city coffers. 


Fees paid by city 
The city paid more to the 
company leasing Chicago's 
parking meters in the fiscal 
year ending Feb. 28 for 
changes to the meter system, 
including meters temporarily 
offline for street repair, utility 
work and festivals. The 
contract between the city and 
Chicago Parking Meters was 
revised a year ago in an effort 
to reduce future payments 
that city officials say would 
have been higher.

Homicides from June 25 
to 4 p.m.

Humboldt Park has logged two 
homicides in the past week, a 
RedEye analysis of preliminary 
police data found. 

On Wednesday, a man was fatally shot 
in the 3300 block of West Division Street, 
police said. Four 

days earlier, a 
42-year-old man 
was shot to death 
in the 3600 block 
of West Chicago 
Avenue, accord- 
ing to officials. 
Seven homi- 
cides have been 
logged so far this 
year in Humboldt Park. The West Side 
community area recorded 14 homicides 
last year, down from 18 killings in 2012, 
RedEye determined. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were 
logged in the last week in Austin, Engle- 
wood, Grand Boulevard, West Engle- 
wood and West Town, according to police 
information. 

Meanwhile, a 28-year-old man was 
stabbed to death Friday in the 6000 block 
of South Sacramento Avenue in Chicago 
Lawn, police said. 

June ended this week with 35 homi- 
cides, down from 44 killings in June 2013, 
according to RedEye data. 

Two homicides have been logged so far 
this month. Fifty-eight homicides were 
recorded in July 2013, RedEye found.

U.S. discloses military 
presence in Somalia 


US. military advisors have secretly operated in Somalia since around 
2007 and Washington plans to deepen its security assistance to help 
the country fend off threats by Islamist militant group al-Shabab, US. 
officials said. 

The comments are the first detailed public acknowledgement of a 
US. military presence in Somalia dating back since the US. adminis- 
tration of George W. Bush and add to other signs of a deepening US. 
commitment to Somalia’s government, which the Obama administra- 
tion recognized last year. 

The deployments, consisting of up to 120 troops on the ground, go 
beyond the Pentagon's January announcement that it had sent a hand- 
ful of advisors in October. That was seen at the time as the first assign- 
ment of US. troops to Somalia since 1993, when two U.S. helicopters 
were shot down and 18 American troops killed in the “Black Hawk 
Down” disaster. 

The plans to further expand U.S. military assistance coincide with 
increasing efforts by the Somali government and African Union peace- 
keepers to counter a bloody seven-year insurgent campaign by the al- 
Qaida-linked al-Shabab to impose strict Islamic law inside Somalia. 

Those US. plans include greater military engagement and new funds 
for training and assistance for the Somali National Army, after years 
of working with the African Union Mission in Somalia, or AMISOM, 
which has about 22,000 troops in the country from Uganda, Kenya, 
Sierra Leone, Burundi, Djibouti and Ethiopia.

ome people call it a picnic; I call it the perfect excuse to drink wine and pig out on 

cheese and olives outside in the middle of the day. Either way, there’s always the ques- 

tion of where to pick up pre-picnic provisions. So you don’t end up stuck with Lunch- 
ables from the nearest convenience store, we’ve matched six picnic destinations with places to 
procure snacks nearby. Word of warning: Open alcohol is not allowed in Chicago Park District 
parks. (I don’t make the rules, but it’s my job to tell you about them.) Booze is permitted at 
Ravinia and for most public performances at Jay Pritzker Pavilion and the Great Lawn at Mil- 
lennium Park.

Wicker Park 

Stop by Chop Shop (2033 W. North Ave. 773- 
537-4440) and head straight to the deli counter 
to browse grab-and-go sandwiches ($7-$11 
each) as well as pre-made dips and salads. If 
you've got a few mouths to feed and are plan- 
ning in advance, call 24 hours ahead of time to 
order the picnic to-go package, which includes 
an antipasto platter, breads from Red Hen, pas- 
ta salad and your choice of select six-packs of 
beer or bottles of wine ($40; feeds 4-6). 


Promontory Point Park 

Pick up baguette sandwiches ($6.95) to-go at 
Hyde Park cafe Plein Air (5751S. Woodlawn 
Ave.

Chaz Ebert and Steve James consider ‘Life Itself’

Many, many people around the world have loved and supported the work of late film critic 
Roger Ebert. But, obviously, you won't find bigger champions of the Pulitzer Prize-winning, 
Urbana, Il. native than Chaz Ebert, his wife of more than 20 years, and documentarian Steve 
James, one of several filmmakers (including Martin Scorsese) who credit Ebert’s endorsement 
as a key factor in their careers. (In James’ case, Ebert’s praise for “Hoop Dreams” put the film 
on a national stage.) 

That’s part of the reason “Life Itself,” James’ acclaimed doc about Ebert’s life that opens 
Friday, is worth commending for avoiding what could have been a softened, polished look at 
the world’s most famous movie critic. Instead, in large part because Ebert wanted it this way, 
the film—which gets its title from Ebert’s memoir of the same name— refuses to shy away 
from the iconic Chicagoan’s time in the hospital in the final months of his life (he passed away 
in April 2013). It also includes less-than-perfect elements of his many years working and living 
in the city. 

At the Peninsula Hotel, Chaz Ebert (who lives in Lincoln Park) and James (who lives in Oak 
Park) talked about the movie and the man. Watch video of the full interview at redeye

On what to include 


Chaz Ebert: I didn’t really want the medical 
procedure [involving the suction of Ebert’s 
air passage] to be in there, for instance, be- 
cause it was quite graphic. I saw it every day. 
So for me, it’s something that I could take, 
but it was extended on the film and at first 

I didn’t want [viewers] to see [him] having 
his airways cleared. Later in the film, I saw 
they made the right decision. Roger called 
Steve [James] in to shoot that when I was out 
of town because he knew I wouldn’t want 

to have it seen on the screen, but it actually 
makes the film better. People knew that 
Roger had a struggle, had it difficult after all 
the surgeries. People had no idea how dif- 
ficult it was for him on a daily basis. 


Her reaction when she came 
back into town 
CE: I just said, “This is a film Roger wants 
made.” When you have a husband as strong- 
willed as Roger and someone who has such 
a good sense of what’s cinematic and what 
isn’t, you don’t argue with him. You just say, 
“OK.” 
Steve James: I knew that Chaz didn’t want 
us to film that because we had been there 
for a pre-production meeting right before 
we started shooting when he needed to have 
his air passage cleared and she’d asked us to 
leave. And of course I’ll never forget Roger’s 
reaction in the meeting which was, “Why? 
Why are you making ’em leave?” They could 
communicate with just gestures. 

I’m sure after I pulled the camera down, I

realized after filming it why she really didn’t 
want us to see it. ... I think he saw the look 
on my face of guilt because I think that’s why 
he sent me the email that I got when I got 
home that said, “Great stuff!!! I’m so glad we 
got something today that nobody sees: suc- 
tion.” He knew that I was feeling [uneasy], 
and he wanted to let me know right then and 
there—this was at the very beginning of our 
filming—that, “I want this. This is impor- 
tant. And this is the kind of filming and the 
kind of film it should be.” 

That is so rare for any subject to take that 
point of view in a film about themselves. But 
it’s especially rare with someone in that situ- 
ation. And then on top of it to be someone 


who's famous like Roger, became wsaally 
famous people have a different defiewtioc 
of what candid and honest is. 

CE: He wanted to go as far as he could go 
and be as honest. He liked gritty stuff. 

He liked happy stuff too, but Roger liked 
seeing things stripped down to the bare es- 
sentials. Who are we at our core? Who are 
we when everything that we know and take 
for granted is taken from us, and how do 
we survive that? He thinks that that’s how 
his heart talks to your heart. He is us. He’s 
not this icon. He is us.

Though it sounds 
like a metal band, 
“Snowpiercer” is a 
riveting sci-fi adven-

It’s 2031, 17 years after some bonehead 
thought an artificial cooling substance would 
cure global warming.

That unescapable ves- 
sel long has been forcefully compartmental- 
ized by class. The unlucky passengers at the 
end exist in abysmal conditions, suppressed 
by leaders like Mason (an excellently odd but 
never cartoonish Tilda Swinton) who insist 
everyone must occupy their “pre-ordained, 
particular position.”

BEL Snowpiercer 


Curtis (a very good Chris Evans) has had 
enough, particularly considering the disgust- 
ing protein block provided as the only food 
and the upper class’ fondness for kidnapping 
children. The revolt is on (with assistance 
from Jamie Bell and Octavia Spencer). This 
requires a certain degree of planning and an 
abundance of nerve from oppressed folks 
trying to storm the powers that be with a 
startling quantity of axes. 

Sometimes quite funny, the English-lan- 
guage debut from South Korean director/co- 
writer Bong Joon-ho (2006's monster bash 
“The Host”) obviously exists as more than 
a literally nonstop battle. The filmmaker 
nods to many topical notions of economic 
disparities, abuses of leadership, propaganda 
and genocide but handles them with a steady 
hand. Like the unauthorized, near-futuristic 
sequel to the horrendous “Noah,” “Snow- 


piercer” shows the rebirth of civilization as a 
return to the terrible lessons we should have 
put behind us, while history is remembered 
only through storytelling and drawings. 
Not until Joon-ho strains to reveal multiple 
secrets in a short span of time is he tripped 
up by the sheer quantity of characters and 
messages, lingering a little too long with an 
ending that goes soft. 

Otherwise the movie’s a lit fuse, almost

like a post-apocalyptic “Wizard of Oz” 
mixed with an inverted “Charlie and the 
Chocolate Factory,” focused on everyone 
who didn’t get a golden ticket. (Please ignore 
any temptation to make comparisons to 
“Under Siege 2.”) It’s also the year’s third 
impressive movie featuring a train, following 
“The Grand Budapest Hotel” and, in an un- 
forgettable, hammer-focused sequence, “The 
Raid 2.” Coincidence? Yes. Problem? No.
